this city and surrounding town* heM 
yesterday afternoon In Memorial hall. 


Commander Kelly explained that lh< 


bill provides for disability payments lo 
veterans of the Spanish American war 
no matter what the cause of their dis- 
ability may be. Up to the present tlm< 
a veteran had to prove that his dlsabll 
Ity was duo to corns injury sustalnet 
In the war and this very often provei 
mod difficult because of the length o 
lime that has elapsed. 


The Sells bill gives the veterans, from 


H2 to $30 a month, according to thel 
age and the extent of tllcjr dtsahlHts 
The limit for partial disability up t 
the age of 6S Is J12 per month. 
At 6 


years It goes to $1S, a I 72 years to 
IU and at 75 years to $35. 


For tho total disability Iho amount 


are proportionately greater. Comman 
der Kelly said that one. of the objec- 
tions to Iho granting of pensions to' 
veterans of the Spanish American war 
was the fact tho Civil war veterans 
did not receive nuch pensions until li 
years after the war hai! ended. In re- 
ply to this. It has been shown that the 
average age of men who fought In the 


- Spanish American war was six years 


greater than that'of tho Civil war men.

A low birthrate, during the war 
years, cost France 1.272,735 loss of 
population. These statistics, made into 
striking pictures 
to illustrate 
their 


effect on the nation, industry and war- 
danger are being used In a "vigorous 
campaign by tho national alliance, lot 
the increase of the Frdnch population. 
This campaign is being conducted by 
letters lo members of parliament, post- 
ers, a magazine, The Woman and the 
Child, and through the many socially 
and politically powerful persons in- 
terested in the movement. 


The plainest sorts of truths are told 


the French about tho decreasing birth- 
rate. The national alliance and gov- 
ernment officials hold that a family 
should have three or more children. 
To encourage- such families allowances 
ol 60 to 200 francs a year are grant- 
ed for each child after the second— 
under 13 years. Tho alliance asks also 
for legislation to provide for the con- 
struction of cheap, attractive homes 
available only to largo families, es- 
tablishment of "supersalarics" In Indus 
tries to heads of such families, pref- 
erence In government employment, th*- 
plural vote, giving the father as many 
votes as there arc persons In the 
family, and real war, on "birth con- 
trol," known here as nco-malthuslan- 
Ism.
